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The airfield at Gilgit was formally opened on 22 February 1949 with the 
landing of one Dakota aircraft. As this airstrip is entirely a sandy one, 
with marshes in the middle, it will not take heavy traffic. The northeast 
end of the field is reported open for traffic, but the southwest end of 
the field is closed. 


Air Vice Marshal Atcherly and Brigadiér Sher Khan, alias General Tarek*,
